The Ca^eon A 
T«ws, which fiotn the 


first discovery of the thof c m the mini 
until the United States Court silenced 
it, acted as if it was retains! by those 
who were snnpeotedof being implicated 
in the steal, now says in an article re- 
lating to the unusaal number of stand- 
ard dollars in the State treasury a j eir 
ago:" For nearly a week the mint author- 
ities in Carson have been investigating 
this matter aud they completed last 
evening. 
"The rscoids were examined to see 


what the coinage of 1893 should have 
been. 
The amount on hand was 


counted as was the amount paid out by 
tha mint and then the $80,000 that was 
in the State treasury was added to it, 
and it made just the correct total. 


If the Neivs is correct it shows that 


the 80,000 silver dollars in the State 
treasury are not accounted for, as it 
•hows that they were not paid out by 
the mint, yet it required that amounl 
in addition to the coins in the mint 
and what was paid oat by the mint, to 
make the amount coined in 1893 
Surely the Neus does not wish to con 
vey the idea thit the dollars in the 
State treasury wera not paid out by 
tbe mint, yet that is the only inference 
that can be drawn fioui its statement 


The yews further says that " so fai 


as the silver in tue State treasury 
is concerned, tnat is immaterial.' 
While the News may possibly think so 
there sre many 
taxpayers m th 


State who think otherwise. 
Several 


thousand dollars of 1893 were sent to 
County 
Treasurers on account of 


tohool moneys, and as the Treasurers 
did not like to load down teachers, 
after the manner of Secretary Morton 
of the Department of Agriculture, aud 
could not exchange them for silver 
notes it caused them 
some iucou 


venlence. 


Bat what the public desires to kuo.v 


is tbe manner iu which these doll.u a 
fonnd their way into the State Treas- 
ury. They were not paid in by County 
Treasurers on account of taxes, nor ov 
land purchasers, nor by the United 
States Treasury Department, as the 
latter had no direst dealings with the 
State Treasury, and the appearance of 
the coins indicated that they had nol 
been in circulation. 


Perhaps the books iu the State Trea- 


ury would shed light on tha question 
They doubtless show the amount an I 
charactsr of money, whether gold, sil 
ver or paper, 
received 
from 
each 


County Treasurer and the Register of 
the State Land office. If they do it 
can be readily ascertained who paid th 
silver dollars into the treasury and 
whether there are any gr ounds for th 
suspicion that they were not coined by 
authority of the Treasury Department. 
If they got into the Treasury in the 
course of business the ex-Treasuror 
should not hesitate to make the fact 
known or object to an investigation 
that will doubtless disclose the fact. 
As it is, the statement of the JV 
places the matter in a worse light than 
it has appeared in before. 


THE SENATE 
COMMITTEES 


The Senate has reorganized and new 


committees have been appointed. The 
Senators from Nevada, who our local 
gold bags say have no influence in tne 
Senate, have fared as well as they ever 
did if not better. Senator Jones is 
Chairman of the Committee on Con- 
tingent Expenses and Senator Stewart 
is Chairman of the Committee on Mines 
and Mining. They are also members 
of several other important Committes. 
The Committee on Finance, which is of 
the greatest importance to silver, is 
composed of Senators Mori-ill, Sher- 
man, Aldricb, and Platt, avowed gold 
men and of Wolcott, Jones of Nevada, 
Jones of Arkansas, Harris, Vest. Voor- 
heea, White and Walthall, who claim to 
be in favor of the free coinage of gold 
and silver. As all financial measures 
are referred to this committee, it is 
surmised that Sherman cannot prevent 
it from reporting a bill providing for 
free coinage. It is probable that such 
a bill will be attached as an amendment 
to the Bond bill just passed by the 
House, and if Mr. Reed's branch of tbe 
Legislative department does not agree 
to the amendment it is not likely that 
th* bill will pass. 


It is of the greatest importance to 


have the Finance Committee controlled 
by men who are fp.vorable to silver, as 
it is seldom that a bill passes that is 
not reported favorably by the commit- 
tee to which it is referred. The silver 
cause will therefore be strengthened 
by the reorganization of the Senate, 
and it is likely that a free coinage 
meaiure will pass that body, and a* 
many Republicans in the House are 
dissatisfied with Mr. Reed's methods 
silver may make a stronger showing in 
that body than is generally antici- 
pated. 


A LOUISVILLE dispatch says that Sena- 


tor Ogilvie, a Democrat, will hardly be 
able to attend the joint session of the 
Kentucky Legislature to elect a United 
States Senator on account ot illness 
The Legislature will continue to be a 
tie on joint ballot until the House, 
which is Republican, unseats enough of 
the opposition to give the Republicans 
a majority. 


GLADSTONE, the Grand Old Man, cele- 


brated the 86th anniversary of his 
birth yesterday. He has the vigor 
of a man twenty years younger, and 
his release from the burdens of public 
life has had an invigorating effect oa 
him.

The Carson News says that the free 


coinags of silver would not be of so 
much advantage to this State as some 
other things, and knows of no mines 
that would be worked if we had free 
coinage. The JOURNAL tells the News 
of several mines. Let us tell you of 
some more. In Como, this county, 
there are a dozen mines that would be 
worked if free coinage of silver is 
brought about. The camp would sup- 
port a thousand or more people, and 
farmers would .have a market for their 
produce. In Silver City, this county, 
there are fifteen or twenty good silver 
mines lying idle. There are millions 
of tons of low grade ore in the Com- 
stock mines that would be worked 
through the Sutro Tunnel if silver was 
at $1 29. Free coinage would increase 
the population of this county alone 
from 2,000 to 3,000, and any one can see 
what a great advantage this would be 
to the agricultural sections, whose pop 
ulation is now at a standstill for the 
reason that there is no market for th 
produce that is being raised.
